RULING 15 EXPECTED 
TORELP BAY STATE 


A despatch from New York today 
says that Dr. Henry S. Pritchett, presi- 


dent of the Carnegie Foundation and; 


formerly president of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technologyy has found that 
at least ten big western institutions of 
learning which eall themselves universi- 
ties, are to be relegated to the class of 
colleges by the trustees of the Carnegie 
Foundation Fund for the pensioning of 
university professors. 

This strict attitude on the part of the 
Carnegie foundation, which has _ previ- 
ously been called to the attention of 
Harvard and other local institutions of 
learning, is generally accepted Here as of 
real benefit to the cause of education in 
the United States. 

The Massachusetts universities, which 
are conducted without state subsidies in 
the sense that the land-grant institu- 
tions of the West receive such aid, have 
for long felt that the instruction offered 


in these institutions was not up to the 
standard aimed at here and have felt 
that the newer so-called universities 
were unduly increasing educational com- 
petition. 

Dr. Pritchett’s announcement is ex- 
pected to cause a close scrutiny of the 
curricula of most local institutions to 
make sure that they meet the require- 
‘ments of the foundation, the service of 
which in providing pensions for -profes- 
sors constitutes one of the greatest aids 
of the institutions recognized by the

“We first observed the comet,” said 
Professor Hall, “on last Sunday morning | 
at 4:15 o’clock through the 26-equatorial | 
telescope. Only the dim outline of the 
comet was visible. lt was near a star

of the sixth magnitude and it seemed to 
have a slight leaning to one side, as if 
the edge of its tail was coming into 
view. Then it was about 140,000,000 
miles from the earth. 

“A second observation was made Fri- 
day morning.\The comet seemed much 
brighter because of its rapid approach 
to the earth. It is moving away from 
the small star A halo in the directior 
of the sun seems to be forming. This 
halo will probably develop later inte 
the tail of the comet. It is now muck 
brighter than its companion star. It is 
a little north of east in the morning 
sky just before dawn. Its distance now 
is approximately 123,000,000 miles from 
the earth.

LIVERKRPOOL—Professor Milne. the 
pioneer of modern seismology, has been 
carrying out a series of experiments in 
the neighborhood of Liverpool, at a dis- 
| Lance of about a mile and a half from 
| the sea. The instrum@nt used was a 
! modified form of selsmograph designed 
|to register tidal effects and such minute 
| mor ements as are frequently not record- 
‘ed by other seismographs. From the 
} use of this instrument it was recorded 
:that twice a day the steepness of the 
hill on which it rested increased, owing 
to the effect of the tides. At high tide 
the bed of the Irish sea became de- 
‘pressed owing to the great weight of 
water, with the result that the shores 
were pulled together. The amount of 
deflection measured at this special point 
amounted to one inch in sixteen miles. 
This is not the first result of the kind 
obtained by the professor, for many 
vears ago he proved that the ordinary 
vallevs in England were broader during 
the day when warmed by the sun than 
they were at night, and he also showed 
that the whole of the Isle of Wight is 
_tipped up at high water on one side 
owing to the great weight of water in 
‘the English channel when compared 
with that in the Solent. By his last ex- 
periments Professor Milne has shown 
that the earth is considerably more elas- 
tie than is prerely believed.

The anti-combine bill provides that 
any six persons may file any informa- 
ition with a high court judge when they 
have reason to believe that a combina- 
tion exists to. raise the price of any 
article, The judge may then issue an 
order for the appointment of a commis- 
sion of three members. One member is 
to be chosen by the complainants and 
another by the parties complained 
against. These two shall select a chair- 
man, who must be a judge. Their fees 
and the fee of an investigating counsel, 
to be appointed by the minister of labor, 
are to be paid by the government. 

If the parties found guilty persist in 
their practises a fine of $1000 a day may 
be collected. The present sections of the 
criminal code, under which the Toronto 
combine prosecutions were conducted, re- 
main in force. The chief penalty on 
which Mr, Mackenzie King depends, how- 
ever, is publicity. The proceedings of 
the boards are to be public and the 
findings are to be published in the news- 
papers and in the Canada Gazette.

SOCIALISTS HOLD 
FIVE MEETINGS IN 
CITY OF BREMEN 


(Special to The Monitor.) 
BREMEN—No less than five meetings 


were called by the socialist party a few 


days ago. ‘Each procession was preceded 
by large pla¢ards demanding universal 
suffrage with equal, direct and secret 
voting. The number of people attending 


the meeting was estimated at about 16,- 
000 or 17,000, and they advanced slowly 


and in perfect order to the residence o€@ 
the Burgomeister. The procession was 
by some 200 policemen. 
More than one red flag was unfurled, but 
although the police had received orders 
to seize.them, they were unable to do so 
without creating a disturbance, and con- 
sequently refrained from taking any ac- 
tion. Towards the close of the demon- 
stration which lasted some three hours, 
a number of songs were sung, the whole 
of the vast crowd joining in. The ‘ead- 
ers ultimately gave orders for the pro- 
cession to disband, and on receipt of the 
order the demonstrators went quietly 
away to their homes. 
to note that the majority of the demon- 
strators were from the “citizen” class. 
By holding this meeting ‘the people of 
Bremen have asserted their right to dem- 
onstrate in the open air, and they have 
also proved that it is possible to hold 
such meetings in a quiet and orderly 
way, without in any way interfering 
with the public peace. 


BELGIAN AUTHORS 
SEEK ADMITTANCE 


Have Requested Academie 
Francaise, Which Admits 
Only Frenchmen, to Change 
Its Policy. 


(Special to The Monitor.) 
PARIS—Of the five*academies consti- 


tuting the Institute of France, only the 


Academie Francaise bars its doors to for- 
eign members. All of the four others 
Admit eight or twelve foreigners who re- 
ceive the title of “correspondent mem- 
bers.” One Of the most recently elected 
of these is Colonel Roosevelt, who is a 
member of the Academy of~Moral and 
Political Sciences. A group of Belgian 
authors has now submitted the request 
that the Academie Fixncaise change its 
policy and admit them. Their. argu- 
ment is that writing in the French lan- 
guage, they add to French literature as 
much as native born Frenchmen. 

It is interesting to note that Belgian 
writers are so convinced that the Aca- 


demie Francaise is the rightful headquar- 


ters of French literature, whatever the 
of the authors, that they 
have persuaded the Betgian minister of 
sciences and arts not to found a national 
academy of detters in Brussels. Bélgium 
has of late years produced writers as 
notable as any in France, such as Mau- 
rice Maeterlinck, Camille Lemonnier, and 
the poet, Emile Verhaeren. In view of 
this as well as of the prominence of cer- 
tain Swiss authors, it is possible that the 


academie ma modify its hitherto rigid 


policy.

The natural advantages of 
South Boston and Charlestown for manu- 
facturing purposes are at least equal to 
the North and West Ends, and vet where 
cheap labor and especially the labor of 
women is wanted, the latter district is 
preferred. 

“In this way illegitimate congestion, 
that is, occupancy bevond what reason- 
able regulations would permit, tips the 
scale in favor of those districts, and 
wards 6 and 8 are attracting business at 
the expense of their neighbors. When 
manufacturers move into these wards. 
this naturally has*the effect of increasing 
land values, which results in increasing 
rents, Which in turn can best be paid by 
increasing congestion. Thus the condi- 
tion aggravates itself. Investment in 
legitimate housing not financially 
practicable, because illegitimate occu-

our clumsy friends would only disturb 
and annoy these imported freemen. 

These gentlemen have had great ad- 
vanteges; they live in an age when the

An Artist in Black and White. 


LON DON—A large number of Ameri- 
cans are admirers of Frank Craig's clever 
drawings, which are so constantly seen 
in various publications on both sides of 
the Atlantic. The latest novel by F.

lustrated by him, and it is believed that 
he has worked or is now working with 
Rudyard Kipling. 

Mr. Craig is at present living in the 
heart of a remote bfit charming part of 


England with his wife and children, five

would be difficult to describe the 
glories of the rolling view from the gar- 
den of what Mr. Craig calls “the picture 
factory,” and higher up on a neighboring 
hill the view over verdant hills and 
misty valleys is uninterrupted for nearly 
22 miles, at which distance ships passing 
along the coast near the favorite seaside 
resort of Worthing can be seen. 

Mr. Craig is a keen admirer of Mr. 
Sargent, whom he places first in the list 
of portrait painters of the world today. 
His own portraits, in the opinion of 
one, at least, have all the strength and 
charm of Sargent’s, with the finish and 
painstaking work of the old school of 
painters such as Romney. However, this 
is merely the opinion of one who admires 
art without being actually an artist; at 
all events one portrait of an officer 
pleased the writer more than any por- 
trait she had seen for years. 

There must be few who would not be 
charmed by Mr. Craig’s. youthful, clean- 
shaven face, good color, frank, bovish 
expression, and bright, wholesome laugh. 
He tall and well built, and if not 
knowing his vocation one might imagine 
he was devoting himself to an active 
outdoor life. In his studio are many 
large trunks full of costumes of various 
periods, such as the time of George 
Washington and so on. In these his 
models are dressed according to the 
period he wishes to depict. 

With him lives a fellow worker, who 
also exhibits portraits, etc., in the Royal 
Academy, and whose studio is perched 
on the hillside close beside that of Mr. 
Craig. Living so close to one another 
the facetious artists have dubbed their 
home “the picture factory.” One of the 
most charming things about the life of 
these two men is the zest and boyish 
eagerness with which they throw them- 
selves into the pastime or work of the 
moment. <A case in point is the way in 
which they have recently built, :with 
their own hands, a large and exceed- 
ingly well finished model of a thirteenth 
century Bavarian castle, with all its 
feudal surroundings, chapel, ete. Even 
the stained glass windows are perfectly 
carried out. The whole affair was made 
to please the children, but like the work- 
ers of bygone days they both wrought 
lovingly and patiently at their task until 
it became a perfect model in every de- 
tail, a worthy contribution to any ex- 
hibition. A glimpse of the free, almost 
idyllic life of these modern artists is 
refreshing. 

Mr. Craig visited the United States 
and Canada recently, and is still full of 
enthusiasm over all he saw and heard 
while being entertained there.

respondent of the London Telegraph. 


General Noix, custodian of the mu- | 
seum, has placed it in one of the rooms, 
where it can be seen. The flag, which 
seems to have been entirely invented by 
Napoleon, although some say that it was 
in part copied from that of Cosmo dei 
Medici, a former sovereign of the island, 
is rather a strange standard. 

It is square, white and fringed with 
gold, bearing three gold bees and a diag. 
onal scarlet stripe. The staff carries a 
white and scarlet scarf, having also three 
gold be@s. 

Napoleon does not seem to have used 
the flag he invented elsewhere than in 
the Isle of Elba, where he was a de- 
throned and captive monarch. In France, 
although bees were always his emblem, 
and wer@ embroidered on his state robes, 
his standard was. the tricolor.

LONDON According to a bulletin is- 
sued on the subject,of trade and migra- 
tion by the commonwealth statistician’s 
office, an advance in the Aus- 
tralian tnports exports for 1909

1909 the imports amounted to £51,116,- 
994 and the exports to £65,538.613, 
whereas in 1908 the imports represented 
a value of £64,311,058. ‘This shows an 
increase in the imports of £1,517,721 
and of £1,027:555 in the exports. @he 
net revenue from the custonts and ex- 
for the tirst half of thé financial 
vear was £5,795,890, as against £5,- 
526,058 for the same period during 1908- 
09, showing an increase of £269,832. 
With regard to the number of vessels 
with cargo and in ballast that entered 
the ports of the commonwealth, there 
were 2001, representing a tonnage of 
4.364.488: while in 1908 there’ were 
2022 vessels, with a tonnage of 4,295,- 
G79. . 
The prosperity of the state of Victoria 
is clearly shown by the statistics of the 
oversea trade for January. There is 
an inerease of £272,183 in the 
imports of merchandise as compared with 
the value of the imports for the corre- 
sponding month of the previous year, 
while the exports have increased by 
£2906.362. With regard to gold, the im- 
ports increased by £265,087, and the ex- 
exports by £282,911, The amount of 
butter turned out has increased by over 
100 tons in quantity, and by £90,212 in 
value, while wool increased by 2.,- 
193,306 pounds in weight and £122,646 
in value. The total amount of revenue 
earned by the railways since the com 
mencement of the present financial year 
is £2.758.456, which shows an increase of 
£111,038 over the receipts for the same 
period during the previous year.

Bostonians Discovery 
as to Apple Raising 


Kinds the Bitter 
Desirable And 


Root Valley Mos 
Locates [here 


A Bostonian visited a western city 
and fell among a jovial lot of men 
who talked in large figures of mines 
and ranches, when he persuaded them 
to talk at all. He listened. but did 
not marvel because everything 
seemed large there. 

It was just at the time when the 
rocky ford melon was becoming the 
best known fruit of the earth in this 
countrv4 Sugar beets were also en- 
joving a boom; lamb feeding was 
seductive venture, and it did seem as 
though money was just waiting to 
pour itself into any man’s lap who 
would receive it. 

The Boston man judged he would 
look over some of these strange ways 
of the west. He took a train which 
climbed round the corner of a luge 
mountain and then ran across a 
limitless plain which was all neatly 
laid off in great squares. Alternate 
squares were vividly green and cov- 
ered with lush vegetation. The rest 
was all that sunbaked brown that is 
characteristic of an arid country, 

“Greatest ground in this big green 
world,” said a stranger in the train. 
“Irrigate her and she'll grow any- 
thing that’s grown anywhere. and do 
it better. There’s a tence-post that 
has taken root.” Sure enough, a post 
which supported the slender wire 
fencing of the open country was put- 
ting forth leaves; it Is ng uncommon 
sight in an irrigated country, but it 
was #® new one to the Boston man, 
who had never seen anything but a 
fresh-cut willow act that kittenish. 

He saw the great misty violet seas 
of the alfalfa in bloom; and the piled 
melons of Manzanola, waiting for the 
excursionists to come and devour 
Without money or price, and the cor- 
raled lambs who had traveled from 
beyond the Mexican’ border and 
would presently move along to ,Kan- 
sag City, who go thousands of miles 
in their few months of life, and vet 
never walk more than 150 yards, to 
their water and alfalfa. 

It was all a novel sort of farming 
to a New Englander. The farmers 
talked differently, too. At home, hon- 
est people would warn him not to 
attempt what they themselves were 
doing; here everybody begged him 
for goodness sake to get into the 
came While the going was good. 

“TIL poke about a bit more, tirst,.” 
said the Bostonian, who had a long 
nose. For he found that the lamb- 
feeding was indeed a venture; a man 
might double his capital or lose it in 
a single season. The melon growing 
had its drawbacks in the way of 
vine troubles, of the uncertainty of 
markets owing to the short season 
and the difficulty’ of keeping the 
fruit. The sugar beets had gone the 
wav of the belgian hare; the sugar 
factories had so much stock on hand 
that their vats -were stored full of 
sirup for months, conditions making 
it not worth while to complete the 
sugar-making process, 

“Why don’t you try orcharding?’ 
said somebody, and the Bostonian 
was willing to be shown. He found 
that this form of farming presented 
comparatively few elements of chance, 
and furthermore, to a New Englander, 
a totally new set of possibilities. 

At home, he had always thought 
of the orchard as a place pleasantly 
shaded, with an old. long-standing 
sward underfoot, with great trees 
that had been set out by some al- 
most-forgotten ancestor; a _ place 
where a 30-foot ladder was the one 
necessary accessory for both pruning 
and harvesting. Some years there 
were apples; some years there were 
none. His neighbors all had the 
habit of saying “This is an apple 
year,” and there was a popular su- 
perstition that apple trees vielded well 
only, every other year. In the years 
when apples were plenty, everybody 
made cider; when thev were scarce, 
everybody drank cider of the previous 
vear’s vintage. ; 

Here he saw many orchards of low- 
crowned trees standing in plowed and 
cultivated ground. They were not 
dependent on the weather, for when 
it was time for them to drink men 
opened sluice gates and flooded the 
orchard from ditehes that brought 
water many miles down from the 
mountains. He saw varieties of ap- 
ples of which he had never heard, 
apples that ran to a pound apiece or 
more in weight; apples that  not- 
withstanding their huge size were 
neither mealy nor pithy, but well- 
fleshed, delicious in flavor and_ free 
from the ever-present “apple-worm” 
of the east. 
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H{e learned that the trees began to 
bear five vears after they were set 
out. and that no man has vet deter- 
mined the length of a tree’s bearing 
lite under the conditions of 
culture, because the thing is not vet 
oo vears old. He asked abont mar- 
and they told him that New 
Kngland formerly supplied the west, 
but that with the new apples the 
west has not yet been able to catch 
up to the New England demand. The 
old homestead, with all its orchards, 
is buving all the emigrating son can 
send home.

land had been 
modernized, that men with small 
ineans could acquire orchards. Co 
operation has been the watchword all 
through the west, in all the orchard 
districts, for no one man can afford 
to build an irrigating ditch. and the 
plan of buying water from an irriga- 
tion company resulted in some places 
in having to sit all night on the banks 
of the ditches with rifle in hand to 
obtain water, or to prevent some- 
body else from getting water. 

Under modern methods companies 
were formed to take up great tracts 
of land and to ditch it for them- 
selves. They set fair profits on the 
transaction. and lest ignorance or ac- 
cident should step in to prevent anv 
new orchardist trom “going through” 
to success, they even inaugurated a 
system of planting and caring for the 
young orchards up to the time when 
they should be in bearing. 

At present orchard land can be 
bought in various places in the west 
at from $250 to $1000 an acre, under 
a long-time partial payment plan, the 
company charging a f mortgage

fair 
interest for its money and agreeing 
to plant and care scientifically for 
the trees for five vears, and to mar- 
ket the fruit after that time on a 
cooperative plan. 

Most orchards are figured on-a 10- 
acre basis, and the net profits from 
a 10-acre orchard in the verv first 
vear of bearing have been figured on 
a conservative estimate at 81200. In 
10 years from planting—the fifth 
bearing year—this estimate rises to 
S9800 net profit for the vear. 

Having accumulated these facts, 
the Bostonian examined the charae- 
ter of soil, water supply. marketing 
possibilities and character of the 
companies in the Arkansas valley, in 
middle California, in Washington and 
in Montana. In the last named state, 
running south from Missoula, he 
found the Bitter Root valley pre- 
senting an unusual combination of 
happy chances. The soil was volcanic 
ash; the valley is surrounded by well- 
timbered mountains that provide 
shelter to the valley, give it an ideal 
climate, and show good drainage, The 
altitude varies from 3200 to 3800 
feet, which has been found to be just 
enough to insure a maximum of good 
growth and incidentally to give fruit 
grown at that height a superior qual- 
ity. The fact that the valley is en- 
tirely-—except for one gap a few hun- 
dred yards wide—surrounded by the 
mountains, isolates it from all unde- 
sirable conditions. 

The bench lands of the vallev are 
rich enough fo be used to profit in 
all sorts of farming, but they have 
proved too valuable to be used for 
anything but apple culture. And the 
price—$450 an acre, on long-time 
payment plan—was very moderate. 

The water supply is provided by 
lake Como, a natural reservoir three 
miles long, and the Chicago company 
which is developing the valley has 
secured perpetual water rights in the 
lake, confirmed to the company by 
the department of the interior of the 
United States. Rock creek, Lost 
Horse canon, Skalkaho and Willow 
creeks were also secured, and an am- 
ple water supply has been assured. 

The railroad facilities were good 
enough -to assure marketing the 
fruit, and point by point, the Bitter 
Root valley proposition was found to 
equal anything the whole wide west 
had to offer. 

The answer is’ that inside of five 
vears another ex-Bostonian will be 
shipping apples home. Furthermore, 
enough other Bostonians have become 
interested to warrant W. T. Monroe, 
who is thoroughly posted on all the 
facts concerning,apple raising in gen- 
eral, and on the valley of the Bitter 
Root in particular, in opening an of- 
fice in Boston at 311 Old South build- 
ing, 294 Washington st.

HE good ship Mary and John sail- 

ing trom England for Boston in the 
year 1634 bore a group of men destined 
to become closely associated with the 
early history of the town of Newbury, 
Mass. Among these were the Rev. 
Thomas Parker, an eminent English 
clergyman, and his cousin, the Rev. 
James Noyes, also a_ distinguished 
The first winter 
was spent in the town of Ipswich, Mass. 
--then called Agawam—but in the fol- 


lowing spring. Mr. Parker organized a 
company and sailing up the river called 
by the Indians the Qtasquacunquen, 
afterward renamed the Parker, landed on 
the north bank near where the bridge 
now stands and called their new home 
Newbury, in memory of the English 
town Newbury, where the Rev. Mr. 
Parker had formerly been pastor. 
Tradition says that Mr. Parker 
preached his first sermon here under the 
spreading branches of a kingly oak on 


the river’s bank, that at the close of the 
sermon a covenant was agreed upon to 
“walk together according to the precepts 
of the gospel in brotherly love,’ and 
that Mr. Parker was then chosen pastor. 
The first meeting house.was built soon 
after in the vicinity of Parker river and 
was the parent society from which 


. sprang the many church organizations 


in Newbury and Newburyport. In. 1647 
this original building was taken down 
and a second built two or.three miles 
farther north near the “trayneing green,” 
as the town was sapidly ‘stretching it- 
self in that direction. This was de- 
stroyed by fire in 1868 and the present 
church building was erected immediately 
after, being dedicated in 1869. 

The men and women composing the 
chureh membership, while earnest and de- 
vout, were more liberal in matters of 
church fellowship and discipline than 
were the members of other church or- 
ganizations in the various Massachusetts 
Bay colonies, and, perhaps as a conse- 
quence, the church was involved in many 
difficulties from time to time. The town 
records state that once when the Rev. Mr. 
Parker came into conflict with his people 
in regard to some matter of church gov- 
ernment, his salary was reduced from 
£80 to £60 a year. We are glad to 
read, however, that the breach was soon 
healed, and the minister’s former salary 
restored.

Massachusetts and 
Intensive Farming 


“Intensive cultivation.” so called, has 
reached its highest state of perfection 
in the market gardens lying about Paris, 
where land rent runs to $250 per acre 
or more per vear, and four crops are 
taken from the soil between Februarv 
and November; and on the island of 
Cruernsey in the English channel, where 
farming land is valued at $1200 per 
acre-—-two instances that move all writ- 
ers upon agricultural topics to wonder- 
ing awe; and yet in close vicinity to 
Boston gardeners growing lettuce, rad- 
ishes and cucumbers under glass are 
clearing $3000 to 4000 per. acre per 
year without attracting more than pass- 
ing notice, 

Again, Masachusetts alone produces 
agricultural products annually three 
times greater than California, which has 
nine times her area, and four and one 
half times greater than the storied state 
of Kansas, with 13 times the area of 
the old Bay state. And during a period 
of 40 vears, covering the greatest pro- 
ductive period of the West, Massachu- 
setts averaged a larger yield of corn 
per acre planted to that crop than IIh- 
onts, Kansas or Indiana.

- When he said that his experiments led 
him to believe that Mars was inhabited 
he did not mean to imply that human 
beings had been seen.

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SENATOR Burton of Ohio was chairman of 
the river and harbor committee of the 
House while serving as a member of that 
body, and in that capacity he proved to be a 
stumbling block in the way of raids upon the 
national treasury. If his opposition did not 
oftener overcome the force of the attacks 
it was not altogether his fault. He was 
such a hindrance to extravagance, at all 
~~~ events, that the beneficiaries of the “pork 
barrel” were glad when a place was found for him in the other 
house. Ile is now chairman of the national waterways commission, 
and this fact has enabled him to present to the Senate, in the form 
of a minority report, a protest against the pending bill appropriating 
$02,000,000 for the improvement of rivers and harbors. 

It would be an injustice to Senator Burton to draw from this 
report the inference or the conclusion that he is opposed to real and 
necessary river and harbor or waterway improvements of any kind, 
or that he is disposed to take a parsimonious view in measuring the 
proper attitude of the national government toward public enterprises. 
Ilis protest hits at proposed illegitimate undertakings in all parts of 
the country. There is nothing narrow or sectional in it, for the 
demands upon the “pork barrel’ are wide as the nation. What he 
objects to now as in the past is that millions of the people's money 
should be frittered away annually upon useless, unnecessary and 
impossible projects. His motto might be stated in some such terms 
as: “I.et us spend money generously, but let us spend it sanely.” 
The river and harbor appropriation bill, shameful though it may be 
{o say it, is made up to a large extent of items for “improvements” 
which have no other claim upon the consideration of the country 
than that their allowance seems necessary in order that legitimate 
appropriations may be carried through. 

I.ven Senator Burton does not characterize the class of legisla- 
tion of which the river and harbor bill is typical in language as 
strong as the case would seem to justify. The bill as it stands at 
present is a relic of “grab” days, and one of the most costly and 
disgraceful. ‘To attempt to destroy it utterly might result in the 
deadlocking of numerous worthy river and harbor improvements, 
but this would hardly be too high a price to-pay for the annihilation 
of a svstem which is worse than wasteful, since it prevents or post- 
pones the carrying out of many enterprises that are needful to the 
public weltare. 

Senator Burton may find that he is winning unpopularity in 
Congress by the course he is taking, but let him only. purse it stead- 
fastly and he will have the backing of the country, and its gratitude 
as well.

been anything but improved by time. The new secretary realized 
that something should be dene toward practical reform and he 
succeeded in enlisting the aid of Arthur Young, a well-known “busi- 
ness expert” of Chicago. He has effected an annual saving of 
$200,000 for the country. As to the method pursued, it consisted 
mainly in the systematizing of the business of the treasury, dropping 
useless expenses and economizing the’ time and energy of the 
employees. ” 

The saving in itself is no small matter, but of far more 
importance is the fact that we have in the achievement of Secretary 
MacVeagh and Mr. Young an illustration of the necessity as well as 
the possibilities of similar reorganization in all other departments.

AMERICANS are so accustomed to predicting 
big things for the future, particularly in 
regard to business development, that when 
estimates are not fulfilled at the time set, 
optimism frequently gives place to pessi- 
mism. This ‘state of mind is accentuated if 
the stock market at the same time happens 
to be in the hands of the bears. For some 
time past business in certain lines’ has not 
. been as good as had been hoped for and as 
a result many people have been inclined to dwell upon these unfavor- 
able features, forgetting the magnitude of development that is 
taking place throughout the country in other lines. Taking affairs 
as a whole the country is in excellent condition and if men will 
possess themselves in patience every: one sooner or later will feel the 
benefit. 

The copper metal market is far from satisfactory, the cotton 
goods trade 1s still quiet, and a few other lines allow much room for 
improvement. On the other hand, the steel industry, with the 
exception of a brief period of comparative quietude ‘in some of its 
branches, is developing at a rate never known before. Railroad 
earnings average higher than at any time in their history. If 
tonnage continues to increase as it has been the roads will have 
serious difficulty in handling the enormous traffic. Retail trade is 
in fine condition. The largest stores of Boston, for instance, report 
business for last month the largest they ever have enjoyed. 

With reference to the copper metal situation it may be said 
that the trouble is overproduction. Notwithstanding the fact that 
copper metal consuniption is on a larger scale than ever before the 
output is growing faster than the demand. The recently issued 
statement of the Copper Producers Association showed a very large 
increase in the surplus stocks on hand. If these conditions result in

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a twelve-cent copper market it will mean the closing of mines that at | 


present are producing at small profit. This will provide more 
business for other companies more favorably situated and will have 
a steadying effect upon the copper metal market. 

High prices for raw cotton are responsible for the present 
condition of the cotton goods trade. But this can be only temporary. 
Reports are that the cotton acreage this year will be very largely 
increased and with ordinarily good crop conditions the yield 
should be so large that the cotton goods trade soon will find 
itself again adjusted to normal volume. There are already indica- 
tions that prices of commodities generally have reached the turning 
point. There has been a considerable drop in wool prices in Boston. 
Pig iron quotations are lower and jn steel billets and other products 
of the iron and steel industry there has been a decline in prices. 
Foodstuffs are still high, but there is reason for the hope that they 
shavé reached their highest level for the time being and will show a 
tendency soon to recede.

which add so much to the comfort and beauty of our homes.” 
Governor Draper, of course, has in mind conditions that are local. 
and none the less serious for that reason; but his statement that 
everybody can do something to help the cause along is of national 
application. There are many places where the pressing need is the 
care of trees well or fully matured. There are places where the 
pressing need is the care of young trees. And there are places— 
and this condition is almost universal—where tree planting is the 


most urgent necessity. 


Every state and territory in the country, with the exception of 
two, has set aside a day known as Arbor day. The date varies— 
in Massachusetts it is April 30—but the purpose is the same. This 
purpose is not wholly fulfilled when a few trees are planted cere- 
moniously here and there. The object of Arbor day is to awaken 
and maintain a sentiment throughout the several states and terri- 
tories, and throughout the nation, whereof the tendency is to keep 
the important question of tree culture alive. One need not postpone 
the good work outlined in Governor Draper’s proclamation until 
Arbor day, and one should not feel that a perfunctory observance 
of Arbor day removes all obligation in this particular:for another 
twelve months.

Steel Wages | that this advance will average about six per 
_ cent and amount to an increase of approxi- 
mately $9,000,000 in the yearly compensa- 
tion of these employees, will doubtless be 
received with genuine satisfaction by the public at large. These 
announcements carry with them a great deal that should be cheering 
to the country on moral as well as material grounds. The voluntary 
aspect of the case must be regarded as a step, at least, in the direc- 
tion of the ideals cherished by those who have longed through many 
years, and hoped in the face of many disappointments and discour- 
agements for a better understanding and a more equitable relation- 
ship between employer and emplovee. Why, they have asked 
repeatedly, should it always be necessary for the laborer to strike 
for better compensation? Why should the employer alway$ wait 
for coercion, when he might with greater profit to himself and with 
greater satisfaction to all around him make reasonable concessions 
voluntarily and cheerfully ? 

The time had to come, inevitably, when one side or the other 
should manifest its willingness to assume that the interest of employee 
and employer was a common one, and that the welfare of the one 
demanded respect and fair play on the part of the other. The action 
of the United States Steel Corporation means: far more than an 
increase of six per cent in the wages of its employees;.it means a 
very long step toward the recognition of the right of the toiler to 
a more equitable share than he has been receiving in the fruit of his 
labor..

Even with an 
international agreement for peace, he thinks some force must exist 
to punish offenders. President Taft is in the front rank of those 
who are striving for arbitration measures. He believes that affairs 
of national honor, as well as matters pertaining to property, may 
wisely be referred to an international board for settlement. Mr. 
Roosevelt, though a fighter, has been a- worker for the milder 
methods. Of his predecessor, Mr. Taft has said: “Theodore 
Roosevelt has been.able to accomplish more in the preservation of 
the peace of the world than any President that ever administered 
or any monarch that ever reigned.” 

The hope is expressed by those who favor disarmament and 
arbitration that our former President in his personal intercourse with 
the crowned heads of Europe during his present tour will exert an 
influence for world peace that shall be most important in its results. 
In this country the World Federation League is about to institute a 
cantpaign “‘to engage the people of the American Union in an official, 
frank and energetic effort directed to the establishment of a central 
authority duly endowed with power to diminish the burden of war 
preparation and the probability of war execution throughout the 
world.” During ‘the coming month the New England peace con- 
gress is to hold a four-day meeting at Hartford, Conm. Thus the 
work of arousing and creating peace sentiment 1s being actively and 
earnestly pushed forward, and the outlook is regarded as very 


promising.
